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Dulles Sets Two 
Terms for Arms 
Control Accord 


MANILA (AP)—U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles said Wednesday America would welcome 
a summit meeting that would not be just “a mere spec- 
tacle’”’ and offered prospects of solid progress toward 


world peace. 


Dulles also stated the United 
States is ready to sign an arms 
control agreement at any time 
that meets two conditions: 


1, That it doesn’t create an 


imbalance of power favoring 
the Soviet Union, and 


2. Provides means of veri- 
fying compliance with its 
terms, : 


The comments by the Amer- 
ican secretary were made in his 
first formal address to the 
SEATO foreign minigters meet- 
ing. 

Dulles also indicated in the 
SEATO session that the United 
States had been close to war on 
more than one occasion over 
the issues of a divided Germany 
and Korea. 

The Secretary made the re 
marks in commenting on Ger- 
many and Korea as situations 
that could emit a spark ignit- 
ing another world war. 

“We have been close to such 
a Spark on more than one occa 
sion,” he said. 

Dulles made the speech in @ 
closed door session of the con- 
ference. A sppkesman for the 
American delegation relayed his 
remarks to newsmen. 

The Philippine delegation in 
the same session reaffirmed its 
position of neutrality in the In- 
donesian situation and  ex- 
pressed the hope all countries 
of the world would act in ac- 
cordance with international 
laws and observe neutrality re- 
garding Indonesia. 

Dulles said the United States 
would welcome a summit meet- 
ing with its allies and the Soviet 
Union if it signalized progress 
toward halting the world-wide 
armament race, or solution of 
other major problems from 
which war could emerge. 

He said America did not want 
a mere spectacle that would de- 
lude people into a false sense 
of security. The United States 
wants serious negotiations at 
any level—heads of government, 
foreign ministers or ambassador 
—abouf scrious matters, 

He said the Soviet Union has 
not made it apparent it wants 
serious negotiations. 

Dulles said virtually nothing 
good came of the 1955 summit 
conference in Geneva, but the 
U.S, is willing to try again, 

However, he warned that a 
second summit meeting impro- 
perly prepared could do great 
harm to the cause of freedom. 
If an illusory relaxation follow- 
ed with no sense of clear and 
present danger among demo- 
cratic peoples, public opinion 
would not support adequate de- 
fense programs. 

Dulles said the United States 
was not satisfied with a peace 
that rests On nuclear deterrents, 
but insists on safeguards in 
any agreement that would be 
reached with the Communist 
world. The Soviet Union, he 
said, has never offered any dis- 
armament agreement that per- 
mitted determination of wheth- 
er it was being complied with 
or violated by the Russians. 

In the SEATO area, Dulles 
said a vast Communist military 
potential still exists although 
the situation has been relatively 
stable since 1954, when the pact 
was formed.

MANILA (K yodo-TlP)— 
The United States told its 
nervous Asian allies Wed- 
nesday it had no intention 
of softening its strong stand 
against the recognition of 
Red China and its admis- 
sion to the United Nations, 

Dulles delivered his major 
policy address before the an- 
nual SEATO conference less 
than two hours before he 
was to confer privately with 
Britain’s Selwyn Lioyd and 
Christian Pineau of France 
on the summit conference is- 
sue, 

Dulles reminded the eight 
SEATO nations that at the 
SEATO meeting a year ago 
the United States had force- 
fully stated its policy on Red 
China. He said the policy 
of the United States today 
remains unchanged adding, 
“I can also state that this 
reasoning will continue to 
dictate United States policy 
in this matter.” 


Big 3 Agree 
On Summit 
Talk Policy 


MANILA (AP)—The foreign 
ministers of the United States, 
Britain and France met Wed- 
nesday and agreed it would be 
desirableto have a summit meet- 
ing with the Russians, but that 
such a meeting would require 
adequate previous preparation. 

A, spoKestnan for the Amert- 
can delegation said the. three 
foreign ministers found them- 
selves in general agreement as 
to procedures for prior prepara- 
tiors, which they might submit 
to the NATO council. 


The spokesman also said some 
sort of reply by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to Soviet 
Prime Minister Nikolai Bulga- 
nin’s March 3 letter calling for 
a summit talk could be expected 
in the next 10 days. 


The 90-minute meeting be- 
tween John Foster Dulles of the 
United States, Britain's Selwyn 
Lioyd and Christian Pineau of 
France was held at the British 
Embassy in Manila. 

The spokesman said pro 
posals on procedures for pre- 
paring for summit talks prob 
ably would be submitted to the 
NAFO Council “very seon.” 

He added that in Eisenhow- 
er’s expected reply to Bulganin 
“we may propose that we get 
going” on the summit prepara- 
tions. a 

He said that by submitting 
the proposals to NATO, the 
three foreign ministers would 
be asking for advice, He said 
that it was important to con- 
sult with NATO allies because 
many would not be present at 
a summit conference. 

The spokesman repeated the 
American position that one of 
the prerequisites of a summit 
conference would be assurance 
that sOme important agreement 
would be reached with the Rus- 
sians. He said agreement in 
the area of disarmament was 
most likely. 


80,000 Chinese to Begin 
Korea Pullout Saturday

Communist China announced 
vesterday it will begin the pull- 
out of its 350,000-man army from 
Korea this Saturday. 


Timing its announcement at 
the height of the SEATO con- 


ference proceedings !n Manila,’ 


Peiping Radio said six divisions 
will begin withdrawing on 
March 15 and be completely out 
of North Korea by the end of 
April. 

Chinese Communist’ “volun- 
teers” will be withdrawn in 
three groups, Red China said, 
with the last soldier crossing 
the Yalu back into Manchuria 
“before the end of December.” 


The Red troop movement into 
the Manchurian “sanctuary” is 
being conducted in accordance 
with an announcement on Feb. 
19 by Red China's Premier Chou 
En-lai and puppet North Korean 
Premier Kim & Sung. 

The announced decision to 
withdraw Red Chinese troops 
from Korea was interpreted by 
American officials in the Far 
East as a Communist propa- 


ganda effort to force the pullout 
of atomic-equipped U.S. troops 
from the Asia mainiand. 


80,000 to Leave; UNC Told

Communist North Korea noti- 
fied the United Natiens Com- 
mand yesterday that the first of 
80,000 Chinese Communist 
“volunteers” to be withdrawn 
in the first stage will begin their 
pullout from North Korea Sat- 
urday. 

The North Korean news agen- 
cy said that North Korean Maj. 
Gen, Kang Sang Ho, senior Com- 
munist member of the Korean 
Military Armistice Commission, 
notified his United Nations coun- 
terpart, U.S. Army Maj. Gen. 
Olaf Kyster, of the pullout date 
yesterday by letter. 

The letter said that “80,000 
personnel of the Chinese peo- 
ple’s volunteers who are with- 
drawing in the first stage will 
leave Korea between March 15 
and April 30 via Sinuiju. a port 
of entry provided for in Para- 
graph 43 of the Armistice Agree-

JAKARTA (AP)—The rebel 
Padang Radio announced Wed- 
nesday night Indonesian Govern- 
ment paratroopers have landed 
in foree at Pakanbaru, site of 
rich American Caltex oil instal 
lations in Central Sumatra. 

Rebel Minister of Interior 
Djiambek said rebel forces in- 
flicted heavy casualties on the 
invaders. 

He added thé engagement, 
which began at 5:30 a.m. was 
continuing at &15 p.m. 

He said Government planes 
bombed and machinegunned the 
airport before paratroopers 
made their jump. 

“It seems now,” said Djam- 
bek, “that President Sukarno 
has touched off civil war in In- 
donesia.” 

Meanwhile, the chief of staff 
of the military command in East 
Indonesia, Lt. Col. Jonosewojo, 
Wednesday admitted that Go- 
rontalo in the North Celebes has 
been taken over by the forces 
of rebel commander Lt. Col D. 
J. Somba, 

The newspaper Suluh Indo- 
nesia quoted Jonosewojo as say- 
ing that troop reinforcements 
from Jakarta arrived too late 
to prevent the fall of Gorontalo, 
200 miles south of rebel-held 
Menado, 

Jonosewojo said the Govern- 
ment commander in the Goron- 
talo area, Nani Wartabone, had 
fied with his troops into the 
jungles and is now organizing 
guerilla warfare against the 
rebels,

Indonesian 
Buyers Tour 
Red Capitals 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP) — The 
Foreign Office Wednesday con- 
firmed reports that the Indo- 
nesian Government had sent 
military purchasing missions to 
Moscow and other Communist 
capitals. 

But the Foreign Office said it 
had no knowledge of whether 
arms had been supplied so far 
by the Communist bloc. 

A spokesman added that the 
Indonesian Government has 
tried also to buy arms in “other 
places,” inferring the West. 

The Foreign Office firmly de- 
nied reports that Britain had 
supplied arms to Indonesian 
rebels. 


No Charter Deals 

JAKARTA (AP)—Shipping 
Minister Commodore Mohammed 
Nazir said Wednesday Indonesia 
has “closed all doors” for nego- 
tiations to charter ships from 
abroad, 

Nazir replied to questions on 
whether the Government would 
continue efforts to obtain ships 
from Japan and other countries. 

Nazir said the Government is 
convinced it is more advanta- 
geous tO buy second hand ships 
or have new ones built than to 
charter ships that would never 
become Indonesian property, 

Indonesia last month ended 
unsuccessfully negotiations with 
Japanese shipowners to charter 
ships. 


Chiang Tells Kishi 
Will Spoil Relations 


Shen Ching-ting, Nationalist 
Chinese ambassador to Japan, 
yesterday delivered personal 
messages from President Chiang 
Kai-shek Prime Minister 
Nobusuke ishi and Foreign 
Minister Alichiro Fujivama.

The invaders at Dumal, which 
Was evacuated two days ago by 
Caltex on orders of the Indo 
nesian Government, apparently 
is aiming its thrust toward Duri 
at the other end of the oil pipe- 
line 90 miles inland. 


U.S. Navy Cautious 

SINGAPORE (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—A United States Consulate 
spokesman said Wednesday the 
American neval squadron now 
in Singapore waters would go 
into Indonesia only with tire 
permission of the Indonesian 
Government. 

The squadron consists of the 
cruiser Bremerton and the des- 
trovers Eversole and Shelton, 

The U.S. Navy has said that 
the ships are ready to evacuate 
Americans from Indonesia if 
necessary.

The Calder-Hall type atomic 
power reactor which Japan in- 
jtends to purchase from Britain 
| will produce electricity at ¥4.50 
| per kilowatt-hour, or not costher 
|than a modern thermal plant, 


This was revealed by Daigoro 
| Yasukawa, head of the atomic 
ipower mission to Britain, who 
ireturned to Tokyo yesterday. 


Yasukawa, president of 
iJapan Atomic Power Co., and 
four other members of the 
group, arrived at Tokyo Inter- 
national Ainport via the United 
States aboard a PAA plane at 
8:30 a.m. yesterday. 


Speaking to the press at the 
airport, Yasukawa said that 
three British groups have been 
asked to submit estimates by 
the end of July on the improved 
type of the Calder-Hall nuclear 
reactor since the mission is con- 
fident that the reactor can 
withstand earthquakes and is 
aiso economical, 


He eaid he asked that 30 per 
cent of the parts be Japan-made, 
He added this might mean more 
than 50 per cent of the total 
construction cost. 


Yasukawa said the capacity 
of the reactor would be 150,000 
kilowatts and even with the ad- 
ditional cost to make it earth- 
quake-proof, the generating cost 
is expected to be ¥4.50 per kilo- 
watt-hour. 

He said all three British firms 
have agreed on a 10-year defer- 
red payment. Of the total cost 
of ¥15,000 million, 20 per cent 
or ¥3,000 million will be paid 
in the first vear and the balance 
in yearly installments, he said. 

Yasukawa said the contract 
would probably be signed 
around the end of this year at 
the earliest. 

Yasukawa and his group visit- 
ed the U.S. on their way home. 
Touching on his meeting with 
Eugene Black, president of the 
World Bank, Yasukawa_ said 
there was a possibility that a 
World. Bank loan might be ob 
tained “Yor the purchase of 
British reactor. 

Yasukawa said, however, 
three conditions must be met 
before the proposal is placed be- 
fore the bank's board of direc 
tors. 

He said the reasons for pur- 
chasing th® British reactor must 
be clear, the generation cost 
must be equal to that of a ther- 
mal plant and a Government 
guarantee must be obtained. 

Yasukawa said American 
manufacturers were also eager 
to sell reactors to Japan. He 
said he was asked when he 
would visit America for nego 
tiations. 

He said the seismologist team 
from Japan, which tested the im- 
proved version of the Calder- 
Hall reactor, was satisfied that 
the reactor was strong enough 
to withsiand earthquake shocks. 

Meanwhile, six other mem- 
bers of the mission to Britain 
returned to Tokyo aboard a SAS 
plane at 11 a.m. yesterday. 

The sixanan group visited 
various countries in Europe on 
its way home.

Japan’s Delegate Raps 
Coastal Sea Fish Ban 


GENEVA (Kyodo-U P)— 


Japan's own experience has prov-. 


ed that it would be dangerous to 
give coastal states any exclusive 
right to regulate fishing in the 
high seas off their coasts, a 
Japanese delegate told the U.N. 
conference on the law of the 
sea here Wednesday. 

Without naming names but 
obviously referring to recent ex- 
periences with Russian and Ko 
rean regulations, Senjin Tsu- 
ruoka, Japan’s minister to the 
Vatican, said “the Japanese de- 
legation deeply regrets to have 
to note that a certain number of 
countries have felt themselves 
authorized to regulate fishing on 
the high seas unilaterally. 

“They have gone so far as to 
apply discriminatory measures 
on the high seas against foreign 
fishermen, arrésting them or 
seizing their boats. 

“Can anyone say that meas 
ures of that kind are of a nature 
to contribute to the welfare of 
humanity? ‘They have shown 
us quite clearly that a great 
danger is concealed in any at- 
tempt to accord to the coastal 
state the right to regulate high 
seas fishing unilaterally, wheth- 
er for political or other reasons 
which have nothing to do with 
the correct conception of con- 
servation of the seas biological 
resources.” 


Soviet ‘Aid’ Offer 
GENEVA (Kyodo-UP) — Rus- 
sla called for a 12-mile limit to 
territorial seas Wednesday-@s a 
method of giving aid to under- 
developed countries. 
Chief USSR delegate Grigori 


Tunkin, speaking in the Terrt- 
torial-Seas Committee of the 
U.N. conference on the law of 
the sea, accused the supporters 
of a three-mile limit, especially 
the US. and Britain, of “con- 
cealing special interests” behind 
their pleading and of failing to 
take account of the needs of 
small states. 


Tunkin proposed that the 
limit should be a flexible one, 
left to each coastal state to de- 
termine according to its own 
economic, geographic and secur- 
ity needs, within the range of 
present practice. That is be- 
tween three and twelve miles. 


He said the USSR was not 
proposing this only because it 
enforces a twelve-mile limit for 
iteelf, but also because “it is 
based on the Soviet Union's for- 
elgn policy toward small states 
and economically weak and 
underdeveloped countries. This 
policy is based on equal rights 
and respect of sovereignty for 
all governments. We propose it 
in order to give real help to 
such countries in the develop- 
ment of their national econo 
mies and in raising the living 
standards of their populations.”

He said that with this in mind 
he hoped to meet Asian leaders 
as often as opportunity permit- 
ted and offer help whenever 
possible. 

Fujiyama said he to 
speak up on behalf of Asia and 
strive to settle disputes 
Asian nations at the United Na- 
tions Security Council.

upon long experience in Asia 
should be of great value to 
Japan, 

He urged the assembly to 
“grasp the heart” of Asians ani 
to redouble efforts te make 
Japan's views known to them. 

Fufjiyama said further that 
full development of the plan to 
“bulld a new Asia” cannot be 
expected if the scene is 
restricted to the Asian area. 
He said he believed that co- 
operative political and . econe- 
mic activities should at ieast 
cover the whole Pacific ares. 
He added that Japan was in an 
advantageous position political- 
ly, economically and geogra- 
phically to play an important 
role in this vast cooperative 
scheme. 

Japanese diplomacy should be 
based on the principle of diffu- 
sion of democracy, he said.

The U.S. Alr Force officially 
described the bomb as an “un 
armed nuclear device.”

Cut Pay for Building 


The town officials and assem- 
blymen of Kawaminami, Osaka 
Prefecture, have agreed to have 
their pay cut for the next five 
vears in order to raise funds for 
the construction of a junior 
high school building. 

The town was born in the fall 
of 1956 through the merger of 
four villages, and plans were 
drawn up to build a new ¥40 
million ferro-concrete pbuilding 
for its junior high school. 

This plan, however, has since 
been suspended due to a short 
age of funds.

The Sohyoorganized spring | 
labor offensive will enter its 
second phase of struggle today 
with the Japan Coal Mine | 
Workers Union (Tanro) strik- | 
ing for 24 hours at all mines of 
Japan's 14 major coalmining 
firms. 

The Japan Federation of Pri- 
vate Railway Workers Unions 
(Shitetau Soren), will intensify 
its slowdown tactics today by | 
upping to 30 per cent the strike | 
of ticket selling and collecting 
workers. 

The National Railway Work- 
ers Union (Kokutetsu) and the 
Japan National Locomotive En- 
gineers Workers Union will 
stage the “struggle within the 
bounds of law” today through 
Saturday, the unions said. 


The Japan Postal Workers 
Union (Zentei) and the Mono- 
poly Corporation Workers 
Union will hold nationwide 


workshop rallies, which will cut 
working hours some 30 minutes. 

Tanro will carry out a second 
round of strikes between 
March 15 and 17, and a. third 
round on March 19 and 20. 

Some 170,000 miners of the 
Mitsui, Mitsubishi, Sumitorno, 
Furukawa and 10 other major 
coal mining firms will take part 
in the current struggle, cul- 
minating in a strike of indef- 
inite duration some time after 
March 21, union sources say. 

The miners’ strike is expect- 
ed to cut coal output by some 
100,000 tons a day. 

Informed sources indicated 
yesterday that the slowdown 
tactics to be employed by both 
national and private rail work- 
ers would not geriously affect 
railway transportation service 
in the nation. 


A second-wave rail strike yes- 
terday caused no inconvenience 
to passengers as nonunionists 
took over strikers’ ticket-punch- 
ing and collecting duties. 

Yesterday, union station 
hands of the 13 major railways 
abandoned their posts at one 
out of 10 stations on all lines. 
The Shitetsu Soren demands a 
pay raise for the employes of 
the 13 raliways.

‘The Ten Commandments’

“The Ten Commandmenta” tis 
based upon a best-seller called 
the Bible. It is also based upon 
such authorities «(best-selling 
authors in their own day”) as 
Philo and Josephus. These 
gentiemen, considerably aided 
by Hollywood's eminent Biblical 
authority and scriptural scholar, 
Cecil B. DeMille, have recon- 
structed the life of Moses. The 
resuita, all four hours of them, 
ere visible from Saturday at the 
Piccadilly Cine-Stage.

White Night (Italian)

The name of Luchino Visconti 
In Italian theater and cinema is 
as controversial as it is illus 
trious. He has not made very 
many pictures, and only a 
couple have appeared in this 
country—the humorous Anna 
Magnan! episode in the omnibus 
film called “Siamo Donne” 
(1955), and “Senso” (1954). 


The violence and lucidity of 
the latter, a brilliantly. con- 
ceived historical play, to which 
he gave a provocative signfi- 
cance in the guise of a romantic 
legend, has left such a strong 
impact that it is difficult now 
to dissociate that particular 
style of artistic sensationalism 
from his name, 

But “Le Notti Bianche,” open- 
ing at Sealaga late in March, is 
a picture so radically different 
from anything so far seen of 
his work that one begins to 
wonder what Luchino Visconti 
really is—a polemic or an 
aesthete. It is a strange and 
evocative picture whose primary 
concern appears to be simply 
for an exquisite expression of 
moods, rather than characters 
or an event of any significance, 


The story itself is one of 
the remote romantic short 
stories of Dostoevsky, freely 


adapted for the screen, moder- 
nized, localized and altered all 
round. Visconti makes no secret 
of his stagecraft in this film. 
And the whole picture is pro 
duced on an eXtravagantiv de 
signed setting which reproduces 
a small Italian town. 

It is divided into three acts, 
so to speak, given in the form 
of a three-night love affair of 
a young city worker with a gir! 
who loves another man who 
has left her. His encounter 
with her one Sunday night and 
his subsequent meetings with 
her on the two following nights 
are punctuated by rain, fog, 
winds and finally by snow, ail 
studio produced, and exquisite. 

Yet there is something else 
besides exquisite craftsmanship 
in this new Visconti film. Or 
rather his craft is such that it 
is no mere craft but in itself a 
thought and an attitude of 
mind. There is no sign in this 
picture of sheer artistic incul- 
gence for its own sake. The 
setting he uses is provocative 
but never showy. The acting 
he directs is precise and awus- 
tere. . 

He draws from Maria Schell 
her very best, creating a credi- 
bie portrayal of youth, purity 
and innocence. He uses her 
Stage training to great a<van- 
tage, especially in the final 
scene of Nataiia’s encounter 
with the man she loves (played 
by Jean Marais). Her perform 
ance there is pure stagecraft. 
from the first trance-like step 
forward to her silent dropping 
of another man’s coat she has 
been wearing on the snowy 
ground and the final mad rush 
t® her lover's arms.

Japanese Film 


‘Hotarubi’ (Light of the Firefly) 


“Hotarubi” (Light of the 
Firefiy), opening next Tuesday 
at the Shochiku theaters, is the 
latest film of Heinosuke Gosho, 
creator of the prize-w.nning 
“Where Chimneys Are Seen,” 
and the director many think 
Japan's most representative. 

Certainly Gosho has become 
representative of the uneveness 
which afflicts even the best 
directors, sequences of the 
utmost brilliance coupled with 
others which are dull, drawn 
out and unnecessary. This latest 
film, set in the late Tokugawa 
Era when the samurais from 
Satsuma were plotting the re- 
institution of the Emperor, is 
perhaps typical of the director’s 
faults and virtues, 

Gosho’s strength lies in his 
devotion to the craft of film. He 


is never satisfied with the 
almost right. Instead, he will 
refuse to shoot until every 


detail is the way he wants it, 
if this holds up the shooting an 
entire day, that’s just too bad. 


This attitude, which is extre- 
mely rare in Japan, is respon- 
sibie much of the physical 
beauty of a Gosho film, This 


film is full of seenes which are 
breathtakingly beautiful: scenes 
on the bridge with a background 
of rapidly shifting clouds, sunset 
scenes on the lake, magnificently 
lighted closeups, all lovingly 
photographed by Yoshio Miya- 
jima. For sheer pictorial beauty, 
the film is Japanese cinema at 
ite best. 


Once you have appreciated 
the surface beauty of the later 
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Gosho film, however, you soon 
discover that there is little else 


to appreciate. Films like “An 
| Osaka Inn” (1953) and “Where 
| Chimneys Are Seen” (1954)

more craftsman than creator 
—will lend his not inconsider- 
able talents to often worthless 
vehicles. 

The present film is essentially 
a favorite Japanese genre piece: 
“the life of a woman.” Chikage 
Awashima is unhappily marri- 


ed and eventually conceives an 


unspoken love for a young 
Satsuma samurai staying at her 
inn, When she discovers that 
his love for her daughter, Aya- 
ko Wakao, is returned, she 
makes the sacrifice and brings 
them together, 


Whatever strength this trite 
situation may have had is fur- 
ther vitiated by the inclusion 
of those leftist touches in 
which Gosho more and more in- 
dulges. The wife is made to 
utter statements to the effect 
that the brave samurai wil! 
save the little people of Japan, 


that only through revolution 
can the masses rise, etc. In 
other words, the old prewar 


party line which, in Japan, re- 
mains the main Communist 
line. 


That no one sees anything in- 
congruous in a jeftist interpre- 
tation of the social desirabili- 
ty of instituting an absolute 
monarchy is but one illustra- 
tion of the failure of the film 
to make even its own propa: 
ganda points. In fact, its only 
strong sult is beauty—and even 
that beauty is only skin deep.

2nd Draft 
On A-Accord 
Delivered 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—The 
second draft of the Japanese 
plan for the proposed Japan- 
U.S. atomic power accord was 
delivered to the US, State De- 
partinent Tuesday. 


Minister Takezo Shimoda and 
two other officials of the Japa- 
nese Kmbassy, including an offi- 
cial in charge of science, called 
on Howard L. Parsons, chief of 
the Far. Eastern Affairs Bureau 
of the State Department, to de- 
liver the draft. 


Japanese and U.S. negotiators 
have yet to agree on several 
points, including the question 
of transfer of the right of inspec- 
tion to the International Atomic 
Energy Agency; the ban on 
diverting plutonium for military 
use and the method of return- 
ing, upon abrogation of the pact, 
the reactor and atomic fuel to 
the U.S 


In view of its position with 
other countries, observers said 
it probably will be difficult for 
the United States to offer a com- 
promise on these points. 


They said there was a big pos- 
sibility that the negotiations 
would come to a close around 
the end of next week since 
Japan was in a hurry to obtain 
the natural uranium.

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Japan’s Trade Promotion Plan 


A Japanese proposal to«hold intraregional trade promo- 


tion talks was approved on 


Tuesday by the annual con- 


ference of the Economic Commission for Asia and the Far 
East, commonly known as ECAFE. 

The resolution, which was also sponsored by Afghani- 
stan, India, Malaya.and Thailand, proposed that the talks 
be held on an experimental basis in order to exploit every 
opportunity of expanding trade between the countries of 
the ECAFE region, that they should be held within the 
framework of the United Nations resolutions and without 
prejudice to the international obligations of the countries 


concerned. 


The idea seems to us a sound one, and, if the nations 
are ready to cooperate fully, we see no reason why the 
scheme should not prove a suecess, Declared to be an ex- 
periment in the first instance, we hope that it will be suffi- 
ciently successful to become a permanent feature of Asian 


economy. 


The intention is that the talks should be held among 
trade experts nominated by the Governments of the mem- 
bers and associate members of the Commission who are pre- 
pared to take part. The talks would be held in camera and 
without formal record of the proceedings. 

Some of the ECAFE delegates showed themselves op- 
posed to the proposal, notably the delegate from Pakistan 
who said the creation of a world community of trade was 


preferable to opposing regional sectors, 


lost sight of the fact tha’

regional trade promotion in 


various parts of the world may eventually grow into just 
that global community of which he is an advocate. 
Both the United States and Britain questioned the wis- 


dom of holding the talks on 


the lines proposed by Japan, 


although they did not vote against the proposal. The Amer- 
ican delegation’s leader said the talks seemed to offer little 
in the way of trade promotion facilities which were not al- 


ready available to traders of the region. 


But this is rather 


begging the question for until the talks have been actually 
tried out we do not see how anyone can say what they can 


or cannot effect. 
The point is that Japan 


does not wish to leave any 


stone unturned to improve trade in this part of the world. 
If Europe will have its Common Market and whatnot, it is 
equally desirable that the Asian countries should get toge- 
ther in order to see what can be done to make their trade 
exchanges more extensive and more profitable. 

Too much should not, of course, be expected at first. 
Trade promotion of a direct sort is not an easy matter, and 


in this instance a good deal of 


needed.

The fundamental element in the process of trade pro 


motion is a quickening of efforts to supply real needs. 


It 


has been pointed out that the primary products exported 
from Southeast Asia go largely to countries outside the re- 
gion and there is consequently dittle room for expansion of 


trade within the region. 


This is taking a somewhat nar- 


row view of eventualities. A larger exchange of certain 
commodities among the countries concerned is even now 


possible, 
become much greater. 


If these -fhations improve their economy, it may 


Mr. Shibusawa pointed out at the ECAFE conference 
that if nothing was done the day of improvement might be 
delayed. He declared that Japan was second to none in 
hoping for the day when world trade and payments would 
he carried out on a basis of multilateralism and free con- 
vertibility of currency as envisaged by the International 


Monetary Fund and GATT. 


But, he said, many countries at the present time had

He proceeded to the conclusion that bilateralism and 
multilateralism were complementary to each other. In this

trade pacts in lieu of the mul- 


tiiateral pacts now negotiated under GATT. 


Mr. Shibusawa thinks it 


is quite prabable that as a 


result of the talks the countries of the ECAFE region could 
enter into bilateral negotiations cr “discover potential mar- 


kets” on a multilateral basis. 


The question has often been debated as to what part 
Governments can properly take in the improvement of 
marketing methods and facilities and the still moreurgent 


task of finding new markets. 


We believe they can do a great deal if they enter into 
negotiations with sincerity and goodwill. At the same time, 
it is unwise to try to make trade where no trade comes na- 


turally. 


“Trade wich depends upon special measures of a more 
or less coercive character is never likely to become a per- 
manent factor, and, when circumstances change, there is al- 


most certain to be failure in 


the long run. 


The exchange of commodities and services should be 


aS natural as possible. 


Let us try to keep it so, although 


it may be aided in various ways which tend to increase the 
purchasing capacity of our customers.

Bumbling to Disaster at Summit 


LONDON—Judging by surface 
signa the present state of 
Weatern preparations for the 
famous summit meeting would 
really be wonderfully funny if 
it were not so frightening. And 
this judgment will hardly be 
altered by any public East-West 
presummit wrangle about the 
summit agenda. 

In the offing is the kind of 
encounter between the leaders 
of the two great world blocs 
that can easily turn into a 
major disaster, as the last sum- 
mit meeting very amply proved. 
Everyone agrees that the meet- 
ing has to be held, although no 
one says exactly why. And this 
is really the sole point of agree 
tment one can discover here in 
London, 

The British Government has 
named an array of experts to 
consider and recommend ap- 
proaches to the various subjects 
that may turn up on a sum- 
mit agenda. The .consensus of 
the experts was. plaintively 
summed up to this reporter in 
a somewhat plaintive remark 
about these selected wise men. 
“Every single one of them is 
strongly convinced that his 
particular subject is the one 
subject that ought not even to

And 
in this process, the United 
States representative will be 
the American Ambassador to 
NATO, Randolph Burgess, 
whose chief recommendation 
for his enormous responsibility 
was the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion's always tremendous desire 
to please Burgess’ former boss, 
George Humphrey. 

In this generally gloomy pros- 
pect, there jis only one chink 
of possible hope. This consists 
of very faint but strikingly in- 
teresting hints of super-secret 
Sovie-American presummit 
talks. Assume that such talks 
are taking place, and have re- 
vealed the possibility of some 
sort of fruitful understanding. 
Assume further that they are 
so secret that almost no one 
here in London but the Prime 
Minister himself has been told 
about them. Then the Prime 
Minister's otherwise mystifying 
promise to his party is explain- 
ed, and all the signs of Western 
disorder are transformed into 
mere surface symptoms. But if 
there is no such unseen diplo- 
matic hat from which a glorious 
rabbit may later be pulled, it 
can only be said that the West 
is bumbling to the summit in a 
way that almost insures disas- 
ter.

Big British Debate 


Slavery or Death

LONDON—Time was—until 
recentiy—when Britons said 
without question “Britons 


never, never shall be slaves.” 


But today a growing minority 
proclaims publicly that life as 
the Kremlin’s slaves would be 
better than national destruction 
by the H-bomb. 


This has become the heart of 
the “grand debate” on one-sided 
renunciation of the H-bomb 
that is eurrently sweeping Brit- 
ain—<dividing the nation as no 
other issue has since Suez. 


The case for one-sided disar- 
mament, even at the risk of oc- 
cupation by the Russians, was 
put publicly this week by Com- 
mander Sir Stephen King-Hall, 
65, publicist, one-time career 
naval officer and former in- 
dependent Member of Parilia- 
ment, 


In a book published here en- 
titled “Defense in the Nuclear 
Age” King-Hall argued frankly 
“as between Britain occupied by 
the Russian Army and Britain a 
smoking charnel house the 
former is the lesser of two great 
evils.” 


King-Hall went on to explain 
at length how Britions could 
wage a campaign of “nonviolent 
resistance”’—for generations if 
need be—against an occupying 
Russian arms. 


King-Hails book touched off 
angry protests in the British 
press. But it was not an isolat- 
ed case. 

The “ban-the-H-bomb” con- 
troversy is currently being de- 
bated passionately in the 
“letters-to-the-editor” columns of 
several of Britain’s great nation- 
al daily newspapers. A small 
but earnest minority is arguing 
in all seriousness that oceupa- 
tion by the Soviets would he 
preferable to annihilation by 
the H-bomb. ‘ 

One writer asserted in a letter 
to the London Times “better by 
far the Kremlin than the crema- 
torium.” 

The “ban-the-H-bomb” cam- 
paign is less than three months 
old and apparently has not yet 
reached its climax. But it alk 
ready has become a major poll- 
tical issue, both Inside and out- 
side Parliament. It has split 
the opposition Labor Party wide 
open and seriously endangered 
its chances in the next national 
general elections, 

The campaign was triggered 
last November by an article in 
the weekly New Statesman by 
novelist-playwright J. B. Priest- 
ley urging that Britain should 
abandon all nuclear arms plans. 

Densely populated §§ Britain 
never could stand up to a nu- 
clear war, Priestley argued. 

“If there is one country that 
should never have gambled on 
this game it is Britain,” Priest- 
ley wrote. “Once the table 
stakes were being raised, the 
chips piling up, we were out.” 

Britain’s only course, Priest- 
ley argued, is to “set an exam- 
ple” by one-sided nuclear dis- 
armament. He reiterated ,this 
Stand in a United Press inter- 
view this week.

Russell followed up Priestley’s 
appeal on Nov. 23 in an open 
letter to President Eisenhower 
and Nikita Khrushchev warning 
that the world faces nuclear de- 
struction and appealing to the 
U.S. and Russia to agree to ban 
nuclear weapons. 


The movement started by 
Priestley and Russell blossomed 
swiftly into an organization 
known as the “campaign for nu- 
clear disarmmament.” It was 
taken up and supported—in de- 
fiance of official Labor Party 
policy—by a “rebel” group of 
Labor Members ,of Parliament 
and the party’s own official or- 
gan the Daily, Herald. 

The Conservative Government 
moved swiftly to rebuff the cam- 
paign, but did so in a way that 
showed it is seriously disturbed 
by it. 

Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan went out of his way to 
warn that any one-sided renun- 
ciation of the H-bomb by Brit- 
ain would be “bad diplomacy 
and bad psychology.” 

Lord Hailsham, lord president 
of the council in the Macmillan 
Government and chairman of 
the Conservative Party, declar- 
ed in a speech at Leeds jast 
Saturday “This suggestion has 
nothing, practical or moral, to 
commend it. No abandonment 
by us of what we have would 
reduce the threat to either 
America or Russia, When you 
are running/third in a race you 
cannot, by giving up, give what 
is called 4 moral lead.”
